Why so Many Vacant Houses? 

To the Kilitor of the Grnphie:— 

To tlil.s pertinent que.stlon .several hun- 
dred who are or would be tenants w ill 
ejiiculHte at cor.cert pitch, “rents are too 
high,’’ while half a.s many more who are 
owners and tax pajers will exclaim, 
“peo|)le want houses and all the w’orld he- 
shles for nothing.” It w’lll hardly pay to 
lilspnte these tw o classes in the vain hope 
of settling the quo3tlon,because both are ap- 
proximately right and wrong. 

The pocket book income with its limita- 
tions, and the ledger w ith its account of its 
annual repairs and expenses, w ill be Hie 
high court of appeal to whlcli these perti- 
nent points will be taken and adjudicated. 
The itinerant tenant, who .semi-annually 
takes his pick of the vacant liomses, and 
demands them put in order, i? in one sense 
a privileged character, for he or she sits as 
dictator, and the owner must, if lie expects 
to rent his house, comply w ith reipiirc- 
ments, though he may, three months be- 
fore, have paid a bill for these same re- 
pairs and improvements. 

TTiere is notliing strange or unusual in 
tlicse demands and concessions, for wTiy 
should the tenant not ask it, who Is to pay 
his rent as per terms agreed, even at a re- 
duced in lce. 1 am saying here that If land- 
Im-'ls and owners are often overhearing and 
mercenary, which they seem to he, 
tlic tenant is none the less so and scruples 
not to call for, if he does not get, the last 
penny of protit, which the lU’iqierty is 
capable of earning for its owner. The 
writer often wishes that these tenants and 
landlords could change niaees, a.s some uf 
them have, with good results, establisliing 
sense wTiere sentiment ruled siuireme. 
Now again to the main (inestion. Why? 
It is clearly evident tliat tlie demand of the 
citizens is injuring if not mining the citv. 
There is no use of dealing with wTiolesale 
criticism at City Hall. These men in au- 
tliority are there to receive and read tlie 
petitions of the people and place them on 
record. “Hearings are the order of tlie 
day and iilglit. Bemonslrances are also in 
evidence but public and personal petitions 
will get tlie right of way, because it is nre- 
snmod tlmt no good and wortliy citizen 
will ask for anything not justified by tlie 
golden rule.” ITie cry therefore is long 
and loud for more, and the kind hearted 
city ill tlie pleiititude of its pleiiteousness, 
and for tlie sake of nuhlio Improvement, 
and sweet peace— yields to tlie demand— 
not however witliout conscientious legis- 
lation for the greatest good to the greatest 
numbet’. 

Now it should he known and is known 
to all intelligent and reliective people, wTio 
limy or may not he voters tliat our myiiicl- 
pallty is growing rieli, or perhaps I sriould 
say wealtliy, and in dominion and power, 
jiust a little autocratic, or may be 1 siiould 
say, aristocratic. 

(Mir material growth and our mental, 
likew ise no doubt, as compared with other 
cities, and ascomparcil with past years, is 
somewhat llattering to our municipal 
vanity, as well it might be, but it may be 
premalnre and iinlieultliy. .Some of ns in 
onr scliool recitals, have nroudly empha- 
sized that (luestion or selection. “Wliat 
con.stitutes a state?” and it might lie well 
to apply it to an ambitious city. Wo are 
out-running and ont-reaching our present 
resources and fniancially enslaving the tax- 
jiayers of the future. I know this is 
‘‘croaking” and trouhlo borrowing, but tlie 
sensibly thoughtful will forgive me. Why 
so many vacant homes is still tlie pertinent 
question. Is living high hereabouts? 
And is this tlie reason wliy more people do 
not hire rents? Do high rents and expen- 
sive marketing go together and vice ver.sa’? 
Is the social atmosphere of the garden city 
on too high a key for the families of limited 
income and plain attire? .'Said a liuly— w'o 
should judge of fair culture— “(’an I live in 
tlie Newtons economically and witliout 
servants, if I choose, and not outrage the 
nelgliborliood, when I would be w illing to 
pay S.’itxj for a home. Can 1 liml good 
standing in the churcii and club, if myself 
and daughters do our own work?” 

Did I answer her properly when I as- 
sured her that no real lady would criticize 
her household economy, and no tenant 
with any spirit of independence would 
notice the next door taunt except in tiie way 
of deserved rebuke. We think onr own- 
ers are getting a little weary of waiting for 
just the liglit tenants to appear— at all 
events our agents are somewhat diseonr- 
, aged, at their repeated failures at arbitra- 
tion, between tlie over-exacting inteie.-<ts 
they are trying to harniorii’ze. T’he w riter 
could litl a page of this paper full of the 
pros and cons, more or less reasoiiable, or 
otherwise, but tlie story is tlre.sonio from 
repetition. AVe sliall In ull sineerity ad- 
vise onr landlords to .--caledow n their seif- 
! estimated values or else cease to berate and 
I biuniu the asses.sors for using tlieiii to re- 
plenish tile city treasury. 

It is unwise, even in Hie making of onr

Tlie first service of tho new Episcoiml 
parish of bt. Jolin, recently established at 
Newtonville, were held Sunday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock at Temple Hall, in the new 
Masonic building. The i)iatform on w hicli 
tho altar was iiiaced was handsomely 
decorated with palms and w hite chrysan- 
thenium.s, and was occupied by Rishop 
Lawrence, the Rev. Dr. George W. JSh inn 
of Grace church, Newton, ami tlie Re\. 
Edward T. Sullivan of Trinity cliurch, 
Newton Centre, besiilo the members of the 
choir, w liicli consisted of a number of 
young ladie.s, assisted by Dalhousio Lodge 
(juartet. 

More than -liH) persons attended tlie ser- 
vices, wliich were very sinqde, and in the 
regular Episcopal form of evening service. 
Dr. Sliiuii conducted tlie readings and re- 
siionsive service, and at tlieir close brief 
addre.s.ses were given by each of the clergy 
men. 

Rishop Lawrence after reviewing at 
lengtli the liistory ami significance ot the 
Epi.scoiuil chiircli said in conclusion: 

“The people of Newtonville liave asked 
to worship here because of tlie inllueiico 
wliich has been wafted to them. They 
feel that tiiey have a right to inaugurate 
tliese services, ami in assuming these great 
responsibilities there is no hesitation, 'I'lie 
motive is imrely the edification of the peo- 
ple, not because of pride, not because of 
tmlependeiice, not for .social purpose.^, but 
because they feel that it is t.'ieir boumleii 
duly t<» do what they can for their families 
in upliolding tlieir spiritual life. 

“if cliurcli services are to be held here it 
is well that the parish slimild bo firmly 
established, and tliose wlio are in cliargo 
should feel the responsibilities for the siiji- 
port of tlie cliurch lor years to come. Tlie 
best results will be obtained by regular de- 
votion and by the work that is done for 
religion and religious purposes.’’ 

Dr. ISliinn next sixike, giving tho history 
of tho formation of tlie dlll'erent Ejiiscopal 
l)urishes in tlie .New tons. 

I ho lirst parish to be founded in New’ton 
was tliat of .St .Mary’s, at Lower Falls, tho 
corner-stone of whicli ciiurcli w as lani in 
181:1. 'I’lio lirst rect«»r was Dr. Durant, who 
remained there for :I0 years. 

[^.\ break of nearly •!() years elapsed before 
unotlier parish was founded, ami tiien, in- 
teresting to relate, it was at New tonville. 
T’lie attempt was made in 1851, ami while 
the cliurcli opened under the most encour- 
aging auspices, controversies broke out 
after a time. The rector, tlie Rev. .loiin 
West, was withdrawn, ami the parish was 
broken up and scattered. 

T’lie first .service of Grace church was 
lield in 18.’>1, ami it was organized as a 
parish in is.'i.'), and from it liave been 
formed the ('liurch of the .Messiah at .\u- 
biirmlale, in 1871, .St. Raul’s at Newton 
Higlilands, ('hureh of the Gixxl Sheplierd 
at Watertown, (’liurcli of the Redeemer at 
( liestnut Hill, Trinity cliunTi at New ton 
('entre and now the parish of 8t. .loliii's 
at .Vewtonville.

The Warnlns: Ap.-tlnst Biennial Ideetlons. 

To tho KiHtor of tlio Ca vrnti 

It has lieeii argued iu .several qimrter.s, 
from the general apathy in our state eaui- 
paigii, tliat liere was striking proof of the 
wisdom <d bieiinlal state eleetloii.s. The 
proof wonlil seem to lie really just the 
otlier way. TTie same writers who say 
that apathy exists .say also that it exists 
beeunse of tlie extreme exellenient ami 
strain of tlie eampaign last year. T'lic 
peo|)le had so nineli polities then tliat now 
they want rest. Donhtless that is true. 

Now the one eoiispieiious elVeet of in- I 
frequent eleetioiis, as illustrated by otlier I 
states and as elearly shown by the condi- 
tion of Hoston polities since the term of j 
the mayor w as lengthened from one year 
to two, is to iuteiisify tlio struggle lietw ecu 
the parties. I’arty lines are drawn elo.ser 
elsewhere tliun liere wliere we retain fre- 
quent elections. Less opportunity is 
alTorded for the diseussion of questions on 
their merit. Voters feel that the stake is 
great and that it must he secured for tlieir 
narty. This plays powerfully Into the 
fiands of the party bosses. .Vothing is 
olea.santer to tlie party manager tlian to 
have ail questions id public good and ail 
dilTereiices over the fitness of eandidates 
merged in the exeltement over tlie snecess 
of tlie party. F.verjthing is done to stir 
party feeling. Indepemleiice of aetlon ami 
diseriminatlon between men ami measures 
is discouraged. I’arty orators intlame pas- 
sion and prejudiee and befog tho rea.son in 
a whirl of exeitemenl till election day. 

Tlien comes reaction. People are "sick 
and tired of politics,’’ a.s w e have been told 
.so frequently in tlie biennial eampaign. 
Tliey attend to business and think iiotlirng 
of polities until another eampaign is iiiion 
them. This is exactly w Init is w anted by 
the men wlio are in polities all tlie time for 
w liat tliey can make out of it. Tlio uon- 
ditlon of the eoiintry this year, after the 
exeeptiomil excitement of last year, is a 
strong argument against tlie sy.stem wiiieh 
iirovldesoiily for excitement and reaction, 
for surfeit and tlien starvation. 

Wliiletlie people are IndilTerent is when 
tlio iioliticiiins get in tlieir work and 
strengtlieii tlie machine .so that it is impo.s- 
sible tor piililie-spirited men to throw olV 
tho.so wlio are in politics to make a living 
by it. That is wliy so many mere poli- 
ticians wero for biennials in our state. 
Tlie biennial policy Ls to merge state and 
luitlomil electloii.s, when the former will bo 
completely oversliadowed liy the latter. 
Suppose the New York mayoralty cjini- 
paign, just closed, Imd come in presidential 
year, how much opportunity would there 
have been for getting even a hearing upon 
the immensely vital questions involved’} 

(Mie fact aliout our contosi here is not 
familiiu* to the public, liieniiial elections 
did not have even a majority of the hoii.se 
in their support, upon the merits of the 
ca.se, to say iiolhing o£ tho IwiKhiids ru- 
qiilre'l by tlie eonstilntion. In regard to 
many of tbo lioii.se of IsjKi w lio voted for 
tlie amendmenl I know personally that 
they did not favor biennials, but voted for 
them under pressure. After election a 
circular was .sent to members, promising 
that if they desiicil the information would 
be regarded as eoiitideiitial, asking liow 
tliey voted ufion biennial elcclioiis. 
Enough replies were received to prove, in 
addition to other information already in 
Iiaiiil, that less than a majority of the lionse 
supported the amendment on its merits. 
Members wlio contributed money to defeat 
biennials at the polls voteil for them in the 
house, saying that the (iressure wa.s so 
great that tliey could not stand it, or that 
their political future was ti^bo ailected so 
tliey felt best to vote yes. So, on the merits 
of the case, the house of IS'.Ki stood just 
where a majority of the whole state stood 
and bieniiials never had tlie support of even 
a majority.

Who Pays the Tax? 

To the I'Milor of tliu(iru|>liie:— 

111 the last issue of tlie GuAPiin , .Mr. 
E'illehrowii wants me "to remember tliat 
w Idle tlie tux on the ground rent is alw ays 
paid by the ow ner, the tax on buildings is 
never paid by the owner. • » • Tlie 
cuidtalist, who builds stores and apart- 
ments to let, never pays tliese taxes, but 
tlioy are finally palil by labor every time." 

Now, 1 submit that siioh would be a 
queer urrangomeiit for the payment of 
taxes. Who Is It, pray, that segregates 
these taxes, puts the moiety of land tax mi 
the owner and thrn.sts upon innocent labor 
the mighty tax levied on the gr»iut apart- 
ment hnildlng’2 It would be far more cor- 
reet to say that all taxes, like all other ob- 
ligations "are finally paid by lahor." 
Changing the tax from one form of proper- 
ty to anotlier cannot alter this persistent 
law. 'This law cannot be abrogated until 
sncli time as a method can be found where- 
by "final payment" cun be made in some- 
thing other than labor. 

One otlier remark demands attention: 
"Few itoor men are large liolders of vacant 
himi.’’ I shall not attempt a contradiction, 
inasmuch as a "large lioiiler of vaeAut 
land” Is rarely poor. But lime are some 
poor men. w ho are small holders tif vacant 
or but partially ush<I land, and there are 
many wealthy men, who are large holders ' 
of land in like uonilition. Does .Mr. E'ille- 
browTi tleiiy that the upidication of the 
single tax, unlimited, would wt)rk an in- 
justice to them? I 

It is not so much from the stainlpoint of 
u method of taxation that the single taxers 
deserves criticism as because of their eon- I 
tiiinul clatter about its being a remedy at ' 
all adeipiate for tlie existing social ills. If 
they would stand on their principle of 
taxation, ieuvitig out their false inetenses. 
tliere would be some profit in tlie di.seiis- 
sion. EAerla.stingly hilling behind the 
poor workiiigmun and the landless tramp 
(piite obscures the real enormity of their ' 
|iropo.sitioii, 1. e., free trade; bonds and 
iniilding.s and all personal property fiee<l 
from taxation; the continnation of the 
twin liigliwuyiiien, interest and profit: the 
elaboration of that gigantic Inimoralitv, 
e4>mpeiitioii, and its immortal c4>ncomittuiit . 
the wage svsleni, w ith all the sins and 
horrors How Ing therefrom.

In Wards One and Two, and especially 
in the two precincts which comprise the 
Nonantuin district there are more non- i 
voters than voters. In other sections of 
the city. e.si»eclally in \\ard.s Four and 
Five, the .‘.nine state of affairs exists in a ' 
lesser degree. In Wards One and Two it 
is eslimattMl that there are nearly ifono as- 
ses.sed polls w ho are not entitled to vote, j 
In some of the more ari.stocratic .sections ' 
of the city there are a large number of non- j 
voters, blit as a rule in the strong reinibll- 
can wards the registration is very full. 

It is estlnmteil that there are fully PJOO ' 
workingmen who are now entitled to vote 
Avho do not exercise the suffrage. j 

.loliii Driston presided and James 
Hannon was chosen secretary. W, IL ! 
Daker opened the meeting with an address 
in which he called attention to the large 
number of assessed polls, who were not i 
naturalized, and the almost eipially large \ 
number of legal voters who were not 
registered. He stated that the Intere.sts of 
the democratic party required that steps . 
be taken to change this state of affairs, and 
predicted that with iiroper organization ' 
New ton might be niaile a democratic city, i 
C. E. E'arriiigton followed along the same 
line, and in conclusion presented a consti- 
tution and by-laws for the Jefferson club, 
modeled on the organization of Taiiinmny. 
Tlie constitution provides that the moniber- 
shi|> should bo limited to those Avho suu- 
jiort the t’hicago platform. 

l>aniel J. Gallagher suggested that this 
was hardly the time to organize a strictly 
l>arfi.san club, and suggested that for the 
present the club should limit Itself to the 
Avork of naturalization and registration. 

P. A. .Murray, John Cranitch, John ETood 
and J. El. Huff supi>orted Mr. Gallagher’s 
remarks, and Mr. Huff charged biul faith 
ill securing the attendance of Avorkiiigmeii 
to assist in the organization of a democra- 
tic club.

Thn Ninvton SIiikIo Tux ('Ikrs an»l Clith 
licld ilH nrth inootiUK of this Rt'nsoii, last 
Momlny ovoniiiK. In tho vo.stry of the 
Motliodist diutoh at Nowtonvlllo, and tlio 
occasion proi’ol to be a mo.st InturestiriK 
and enjoyable one. Mr. (Jeo. Frank 
Stepbens of Fhlladnlpbia wa.s the speaker 
of the eveiiliiK and bis exposition of the 
SltiKlo Tax. wblcb was delivered In a clear 
and concise manner, was one which carried 
conviction to tlie minds of bishearers. He 
spoke for tliirty minutes and tlio mcetiiiR 
was tlion tlirown open for tpiestions. Tliey 
came fast and furious up to tlio time wlieii 
Mr. Stepliens was ol)lifre<I to leave to catch 
the lO.l.'i train for Hoston. He answered 
all the questions put to him promptly and 
in mo.st cases satisfactorily, and slioweil 
himself to be a tliorouKh student of tlio 
Single Tax and familiar witli it in ail its 
beariuKs. Tlio attemiance was imusually 
larKO and expressions of satisfaction and 
apiirociation were liearil on every side as 
the meotiUK broke up. 

Mr. Stepliens .said in part: 

Tlio iiroblem whicli Henry (leorire lias 
attempted to deal witli is tills: tliat witli 
advancing civilization tiicre lias been 
advaucinir poverty. He lias endeavored to 
refute two of the current theories of the 
cause of the evils. One is that labor is |)aid 
out of tlio capital ami as times jirow better 
the families of tlie laborers liicrea.se so that 
ca|>ital is divided auioni' a Kreater number 
of people and each ijets less. Henry 
(teorKe says tliat the laborer is not i)aid out 
of any fund in the commuiiitv, but out of 
wliat lie liiui.self produces, ami tlie cau.se of 
l)ovorty is ratlier, not that tliere is not 
enough capital in the conimmiity, but be- 
cause it is wroiiKfully distributed. An- 
other alieged cause ui poverty is that in 
suite of advancing civilization and learning, 
the earth will not in the nature of things 
bring forth sustouaiico for men as ouickly 
ns they niulti|)ly, and that tlie only way 
that the muuber of men can be kept witiiin 
reasonable limits is by poverty, crime and 
war, this being known as the Malthusian 
theory. This latter rea.sonlng crops up in 
nearly every argument against the Single 
Tux. 

The trouble wltb our society is not in tlie 
making of tlie wealtb, but in tlie distribu- 
tion of it after it is nitide. If you have a 
jiile of the uroducts of iudu.stry and each 
mail were to deposit there everv night the 
result of his days labor, in the distribution 
of that wealth if he took out ju.st what he 
luit in, or its equivalent, you would say that 
that was fair. Hut if some one wa.s taking 
out something every day and adding 
nothing to tlio pile, it is evident tliat wlien 
night comes someone is going to be short. 
The proce.s8 which makes poverty with in- 
crease of progress is of that nature. Now 
we say that tlie pile of wealth is reduced in 
such a way that it robs the wages of all 
men. To the skilful worker there is enough 
left to keep him alive after he has been 
robbed. To the unskilful laborer there is 
only enough left to keep him alive and go 
on working and bringing up a family to 
work after him. 

Wealth is distributed in three channels: 
one jiart of what is produced goes to the 
laborer, another goes to those who have 
already worked and who have the product 
of their labor in the form of machinery, 
tools, etc., caiiital, which is entitled to its 
return. Hesiiles all that there is taken 
from the pile an amount for which abso- 
lutely no equivalent is given. The old way 
of making wealth was by taking men and 
holding them as chattel slaves. The very 
nincb easier and simpler way is not to own 
the slaves, but to own laud on which the 
slave must work. The inirpo.so is the same 
in both cases, that of obtaining the result 
of the labor fi«m the slave without giving 
him anything in exchange in the (irst in 
stance, and land holding by those who do 
not use it in order to obtain something for 
which they give no eipiivalent in the latter 
case. 

We object to that and say that it is akin 
to the slave-holding system. We say that 
the private ownership of the earth is as 
b)olish as to allow privateownershi|> of the 
air, water or sunlight, and that the effect 
must be the same in either case. God made 
the earth for all his children alike. If yon 
deny a man’s right t«) use the eartli vou 
deny his right to live. 'ITie Single Tax 
would not say that the earth shall be cut 
nj) into as many squares us there are people 
in it, and a new division made every time a 
chllu is born, any more than yon would 
divide a railroad among its stockholders by 
giving so many rails ami cars to eacb one. 
It Is entirely different to hold that the 
earth is really a coimiiuii heritage of all by 
asking of all jieople the rental value of the 
earth, that for which the bare land will 
rent for in the market. The Single Tax 
proposition is that we shall take the rental 
value every year as a tux. No mutter what 
was paid for the land, its title is good only 
subject to a tax which eiinals the value of 
that land, and that tax should be dis- 
tributed on the ground rent and the pro- 
ceeds go to pay the common expemses of 
the community. The whole Single Tax 
proposition is, that levying no tax upon 
what men make wo should take the rental 
value of the laud as the one source of all 
revenue, not only for the state, but for the 
nation and the smallest community as 
well. 

Ill answer to the objection that the Single 
Tux would virtually conllscate the lands of 

j )resent holders, which would be a great lii- 
ustice, Mr. Stephens said: If the laud be- 
digs to the landholders, let them keep it. 
If it does not, then they should let go of it 
at once and without any compensinloii 
whatever. It Istlie same as any other case 
of property which is held wltliout a title, 
unu wlien it is once concedeil that the land 
belongs to all you have got to make your 
statute law conform to your moral law. 
The same urgnmeiit was useil in regard to 
compeiisutlng the slave-holders. In an at- 
tempt to get back the land from the people 
who liohl it you have got to consider that 
the fund to buy the laud must be taken 
from those very people. 

(iuestloii : 1 understaiid you to say that 

the landholder will be beiielitted by the 
Single T’ax : how is that to happen i* 

Answer : Supposing 1 buy a pair of boots 
for today and for some unexpected cause 
the price of tlie same pair of boots falls to 
ga, tomorrow. Have 1 suffered V As far 
us the boots are concerned, 1 can get the 
same service. If 1 want uiiother pair 1 can 
get them for less. 1 have not suffered at 
all unless my intention is to sell that pair 
of bools, and in that case 1 am going to 
lose on them. Apply that to the landhold- 
er. The landholder has purchased the 
land, and the Single Tax comes in. That 
means that us far us the use of his laud is 
concerned he gets us much out of it as he 
did before. If the tux is the rent of the 
land then he will never have to pay us tax 
any more than the land is worth: that is, 
what the market sujs it is worth. Hu 
gains by the exemption of his improve- 
ments. If be wants any more land for use 
lie w ill get it for a lower i)rico. Hut if ho 
bought his land for the put pose ol bulling 
again and making money on it, then he is 
caught and 1 have no tears to shed for him. 
Herct is a system which proposes to take 
the tax off tfie liiquovemeiils and [Uit it on 
the value of the land. 'J’he man who has 
improved his land is not injured because 
the tux on his land is not more than that 
taken off bis linproveineiits. The people 
against whom the Single Tux appears to be 
the most disastrous uie those who have 
large tracts of uneniplo>ed land, and in ul- 
mobt everv ease tln»bo are w ealtby peottle. 

() \\ hut would buc«>iuu of the mortgages 

npoii unimproved inoperty if the single 


tax goes into effect? Would not cancel i 
the value of the mortgage? 

A. 1 take a mortgage to bn a security 
for a loan wblcb is just ns much owing . 
after the single tax goes into effect ns be- I 
fore. I 

• j. Then I would lose the money that i 
was owing on the mortgage? Ivogally 
I would lose it? 

A. That would depend on the morals of 
the man who made it. 

<j. The average man would not pay a 
delit the law did not compel him to? 

A. 1 do not believe that. Under present 
circnnistanees he woubi not, but given the 
right conditions and a man would pay his 
honest debts. 

(j. Would not the .Single Tax wreck a 
tSavings bank, w hich bad Its funds w holly 
or largely invested In unimproved real j 
estate? 

A. Yes, if the Savings bank had its 
funds invested in nniui))roved land, and if 
it had its funds invested in unimproved 
laiul it ought to bo wrecked. Your securi- 
ty is gone and you would have to look to 
the honesty of the man to whom you made 
the loan to get It liack. Wo are going to 
bring about conditions in which men can 
afford to be honest. 

Isn’t it stated of the Single Tax that 
it cannot bo shifted from the landlord to 
Ills tenant? 

A. If the .Single Tax could beshiftoil. 
than the Single T'ax would be gone, and all 
ccoiiouiists agree that it could not bo 
shifted. 'JTie selling value of the laud <s 
determined liy the rent of the land. A 
man tiy working on a piece of land which 
costs him nothing can (‘arn Si a day. On 
certain other laml, on account of its near- 
ne.ss to other people, ho can by working no 
harder earn $.‘1 a day. The iliffereiice be- 
tween $.'( and SI is the rent of that laud. 
Any tax which is put on he cannot ad<l to 
the rent because the tax does not increase 
the productiveness of the land. The land- 
lord is already exacting everything that the 
land will warrant and he must stand the 
tax. 

Ill answer to the question which was 
asked at the last meeting a.s to what the ef- 
fect of the Single Tax would bo upon pov- 
erty produced by iutemperauce and crime, 
he said that it a))i>enre(l to him that much 
of the drink liabit comes from the pressure 
of poverty or excessive riches, and If we 
could do away with tho.se conditions wo 
would be doing aw-ay with the heart of the 
liquor evil. There is very little drnnkeii- 
ness or crime uniung the healthy middle 
classes. 

Ill answ'or to the other question which 
was brought over as to whether or not the 
people of the coiijested districts wouhl 
avail themselves of agricultural opportuni- 
ties if ortere'l, many of them seeming to 
prefer the slums, he salil. Those people 
that Hock into the slums, tiock there be- 
cause aher all is said and done it is a little 
easier to make a living where rents are 
highest. 1 have seen the lowest depths of 

I mverty in Philadelphia and New York, 
)ut I have seen lower poverty in the iso- 
lated districts of Delaware ami Penii.sylvu- 
nia. If 1 had mv choice I would live in the 
slums rather than in those isolated dis- 
tricts. Those people In the slums are 
anxious to get out into the sunlight. It is 
tlie desire for .something better which is in 
the heart of everybody. If they were 
given the opportunity to get away from 
their s irroundiiigs those that would stay 
would bo none at all. The conditions in 
the slums today are enforced conditions.

City Hall to be Remodeled. 

Under the direction of Mayor Cobb the 
work of remodelling city hall will bo be- 
gun at once, and all the changes w ill 
probably be completed by Jan. 1, when 
the now charter goes into force. 

The entire upper portion of the build- 
ing will bo remodelled to make room for 
the new city council and to provide in- 
creased accommodations for the city de- 


partments. 

The largo hall in the third story will be 
cut up, and the larger portion will be ntl- 
llzoti as a meeting hall for the new one- 
board city council of ’21 members, the iire- 
sent council and uldermanio chambers on 
the second floor being altogether too small 
to uccommodHte the larger board. 

The meeting hall will be furnlsheti with 
aiitu-rooms, ami will be connected with 
large committee rooms. The secoml floor 
will also I 0 ix)nipletoly changeil. Part of 
tlie ulderiiianic ohaiiiber w ill bo turned 
into an unte-rooni for the mayor’s office, 
and the balance of the room now occupied 
by the council and aldermanio chambers 
will be used to provide increased ucconioda- 
tions for tlie assessors’ and auditors’ de- 
paitmeiits. . , ,,, 

it is estimated that these changes will 
cost about S.VWi). and the ui)proi)rlatlon is 
now available. 

In connection with these changes it is 
proposini us soon us the old I’lerce build- 
ing is ubaniionetl by the school depart- 
ment to ullllzo this building for a pojioe 
liead»inartei s ami municipal court. I he 
estimated cost of this change is 810.1KH). 

The police depuitmciit would then va- 
cate its piescut quailcrs on the groumt 
I floor of the city bull, and the rooms now oc- 
I cupied by the police ami the court and offi- 
I cers would be utilizeil by the cnginm*ring, 

' street and sewer departments. This change 
1 is expected to entirely relieve the pressure 
I at city ball, and w ill greatly faellitatate 
the work of the police department.

Wt’iliicstlay ovmiliig at tho residence of 
Mr. I’eubeii Forkmill on ('alifornbi street, 
the Wartl 1 committee of tlie school boarti 
beard the rcsitltMils of Nonantum on ttheir 
petition for the a'ppointmeiit of a lieatl 
master at the Eliot Rchotil on Pearl street. 
.Several Interestetl genticnien w ere present 
and the matter was tht»roughly tllscussetl 
by the petitioners ami the board members, 
Mt'ssrs. Howes, Brackett and roffin. 

Shortly before K o’clock .Mr. E'orknall an. 
noiinced the purpose of the meeting and 
stated the situation to tho board members. 
He salil in part : "There has been no mas- 
ter at the Eliot school |since the parochial 
school was established .some time ago. it 
was thought be.st by the school committee 
at that time to do away with a master here 
as so many scholars left for the parochial 
school. The citizens offered no objection. 
Since then conditions have changeif some- 
what. The imniber of pupils had greatly 
increased by children growing up, and by 
others coining back from the parochial 
school. T’he conditions at present are 
little different from the time when a master 
was employed at the I Jlot. 

"When theobl Adams school w’as burned 
and tho scholars compelled to go to the 
Eliot, the sessions at the latter school were 
conveniently arranged so that tho Xewton- 
ville pupils should have to latteiid but one 
session. This was «lone at the discoinfort- 
nre of the Nonantum pupils. Now our 
children are made to attend tho sessions at 
the Adams school twice a day. 

“There are foniTeen scholars in the Pth 
class at the ICliot school, and sixteen in the 
Pth class at the Adams. If it is necessary, 
have two masters at Newtonville, but let 
ns have one hero. We pay onr proportion 
of taxes in this place, and have mir corre- 
H|)onding rights. Tlierefore we do not ask 
as a favor but demand as a right, that you 
appoint a master at the Eliot school. 

"It has been .said that the children of 
Nonantum do not have tlie same advan- 
tages at home and the .sumo home training. 
This we will concede for argument only. 
iSurely this lack of home training is 
just the reason that the school advantages 
should be greater 

"At present the Hth class scholars who 
stinly Latin are compelled to go to the 
Adams school after the dinner hour, and 
receive their les.son with the scholars of 
the Adams school. They are three weeks 
behind in their studies, they say, partly be- 
cause of this di.sad vantage. 

‘‘They are told by their teachers that 
their brother.': ami sisters at home must a.s- 
sist them in making up what they have 
lost. We demand redress, and ask that 
the Eliot school be given the same privi- 
leges as any other school in the city of 
Newton.” 

.Mr. Hiram E’oss told of tho difficnltlos 
the Nonautnm scholars were obliged to eu- 
connter to reach the Adams school. 'I'hey 
were given, he said. IP "stormy <Iay” 
tickets for use on the electrics, which they 
were expected to use a mouth. He thought 
the Hth class should have a Latin teacher at 
the liJiot .school as well as at the Adam.s. 

Mr. William Lowry said the scholors in 
walking from the Adams to the EJiot 
school certainly lust u half hour, and us 
had been said, lost their lessons at the 
liliot school, which they were therefore 
conqielied to make up as best they could. 
This placed them at a great disadvantage 
ami they lost just a half-day a week,or two 
hours ami a half. The condition of things 
would not be tolerated, he said, by New- 
toiiville residents, and should not be im- 
posed on Nonantnni people. The I.atin 
teacher might teach EHiot school scholars 
for one-half the school year and the .\danis 
the other half. The disadvantages would 
be then divided. 

At this point the di.scnssion became quite 
informal, and several points of interest 
were brought out on both sides. It wiis 
shown that two .scholars were not allowed 
to attend the .\dams .school because their 
parents feared it was too far away. Also 
that the cost of a nia.ster at the Eliot school 
would be about $7.'><), after the changes in 
the number of teacliers liad been made. 
One resident told how his children went to 
the .\dams school Tue.sday, and .shortly 
after their arrival were sent home on ac- 
count of the wet condition of their outer 
garments. When they returned in the 
afternoon they were obliged to bring a 
note explaining their ab.sence in the morn- 
ing. This was the cause of considerable 
laughter. 

.Mr. Howes of the school committee .said 
a similar petition of Lower Falls residents 
had been refused on financial grounds. 
Thu matter had also to be considered as 
e.stablishing a precedent, t'ertainly de- 
mands would be coming shortly from «)ther 
districts, and this was an important ques- 
tion. 

.Mr. Brackett said the disposition of the 
committee was to grunt the petition, but 
the financial part of the question ha<l to be 
fully considered. 

'i'liere were other speakers, including 
Mr. Thomas Kybert, Mr. Alfred Pepler. 
.Mr. Hanson, .Mr. E'laherty. Mr. Beugan and 
.Mrs. Lowry. A petition signed by the 
parents of about every scholar in tho school 
was presented by .Mr. Forknull. 

The committee took the mutter under ad- 
visement, and the meeting adjourned about 
t>.3(» o’clock.

A STRONG ENI>ORSEMFNT. 


The first page of this issue is largely de- 
voted to the list of names signed to the 
petitions asking Mayor Cobb to accept an- 
other term. As Mayor Cobh was the 
second choice of the liothfeld men, and of 
many of the Davis men, their withdrawal 
leaves a clear field, and there will be no] 
contest. 1 

The endorsement of such men as liave ; 
signed the petitions is one that any nnicial i 
might well be proud of, as many of tliem j 
are foimer city officials, mayors, aldermen i 
and oouuoilmen, and so have followed 
Mayor Cobb’s career more critically than 
the average citizen. 

The adoption of the new charter makes 
the office of mayor one of great responsi- 
bility, as it makes the mayor the real liead 
of the city government, instead of merely 
the nominal one, as was the case under the 
old charter. Tliere are a large number of 
appointments to be made by the maj or, ail 
the heads of the new departments will 
have to be selected by him, and ail tlie 
executive work of the city will be directly 
under his supervision, so tliat the liext 
mayor will have his liands full of work, 
and will have many perplexing questions 
to decide at the very outset. 

Only a man of experience in city afl'ulrs 
could be considered competent, next year, 
and Mayor Cobb’s two years in office gives 
him a great advantage, as he is familiar 
with all the questions to come up, and also 
knows hy actual experience something of 
the qualifications of the men he will have 
to appoint us tlie iieads of the various de- 
partments. Even those who were most 
earnestly in favor of Mr. Rotlifeld concede 
Mayor Cobb’s many (jualifications.and liave 
regarded him us the next best man avail- 
able for tlie position, while of cour.se tlie 
original Cobb men will not admit that lie 
has aiij’ superior. 

The contest that was promised lias now 
all disappeared, and it will be a very utiuiii- 
mous eampaign, us fur as tlie mayor is con- 
cerned. This, aloiie,ls a very solid endorse- 
nieut of an official, as it sliows tliat liis 
course in office lias been generally sutisfuc 
tory to tlie people. 


THE IJOARl) OF AI.DERMEN.

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 


Tlie Hospital trustees make tlieir annual 
appeal for contributions towards carrying 
on the work of the Hospital, and it is hoped 
that the contributions of Hospital Sunday 
will be unnsnally generous. 

'I'lie Hospital has been tilled a large por- 
tion of the past year, and the need of great- 
er accommodations has been so great that 
generous friends have pledged the funds 
necossarj’ for a new building, with several 
additional wards. 

Those who are at all skeptical of the use- 
fulness of the Hospital should make a visit 
to that Institution, and see the large num- 
ber of sick people who are being cared for, 
with all the skill that medical .science can 
furnish. Their doubts would vanish at 
I once and their contributions would only be 
limited by the contents of their pocket- 
books. 

It has been a hard year for many, cases 
of illness among the poor have been num- 
erous, and tlie prospects for better times 
do not seem very encouraging, so that the 
Hospital will need for tlie coming vear 
more liberal contributions tlian usual, if it 
is to care for all those who need its minis- 
trations. It is an institution that Newton 
is especially proud of, and its appeals al- 
ways meet with a generoiLS response. ^ 

The movement to interest all unregis- i 
tered citizens to become voters deserves 
eneourugenient. no matter what political 
party It might benelit. Tliere are some 
10,000 assessed polls in Newton and only 
57 names on the voting list. Tliis is 
remarkable state of things, and would 
seem to indicate that a large minorityof men 
in Newton do not care for the franchise. 
Some say that a large part of tliese non- 
voters have not been naturalized, and tlie 
expense deters them from taking out 
papers, as tlie cost is abmit live dollars. 
Tlie men Interested in forming a Demo- ' 
cratic club hope that tliey can meet tlii.s ob- 
jection by a small assessment on the mem- : 
bers, or by circulating a subscription paper. 
.An Increase in the Democratic vote would | 
certainly make political contests in Newton j 
more interesting, as now the onlj' contest ! 
is overthe nominiitlons.wliicli are equivalent 
to ail election. Tlie Democrats in Newton J 
are no better agreed tlian Democrats else- j 
wliere, as the meeting on Monday night 
was no .sooner organized tlnui a contest 
arose between tlie regulars and the free- ; 
silver faction, wlilch tlireatened to disrupt j 
the movement before it was even begun. ' 
With the parties about evenly divided, each | 
one has to be aireful in making uomiiia- , 
lions, as tbe one tliat puts up tlie best man j 
will w in, and a strong opposition is always j 
conducive t o good government. ] 

The great event of tlie year, wliioli ' 
dwarfs all such petty concerns as elec- 
tions and politics, is scheduled for to- 
morrow, ill the Harvard-Yule Fooiball 
game, and tlie demand for tickets before 
the snow storm of tills morning had sent 
tlie price of seats uii to ten dollars. Tlie 
weatlier bureau lias been inllueiiced to 
predict clearing weather for tliis after- 
noon, and a fair day to-morrow, but if tlie 
I reilietlons do not come true, it will bo 
a great blow to Fresideiit .McKinley’s ad- i 
miiiibtratio n.

Newtowne Chapter, S. A. H., have recent- 
ly is.sued a letter to the citizens of Newton, 
reque.sting information of the graves of any 
Hevolutionary soldiers burled w ithin the 
limits of the city of Newton. Since the for- 
mation of the Chapter, last May, the mem- 
bers have been engaged in locating the 
graves of Hevolutionary .soldiers buried in 
the various cemeteries of the city with the 
view’ of permaiieutly marking them.

IMrROVHMENTS AT CITY HALL. 


A IlKAIlHANtU.MKNT OK TUI. OI I Il’I.S 
.VNl) M W < 01 UT llOOM. 

The improvements at City Hall have bi*- 
gun, and work on the new chamber for the 
b *ard of aldermen is being pushed rapidly 
to have everything remly by the first of the 
year. T he changes are decided Improvr'- 
ineiits and the mi»ving of the council cham- 
ber to the upper hall, and the police busi- 
ness and court room to the I’eirce school 
building will allow of a more convenient 
ariangement of the oflices, and give addeil 
room that is very much needeil. 

Mayor Cobb has taken personal charge 
of the work and will stm that the changes 
are made ns ecomunlcally as is consistent 
with good work. The upper hall is to have 
a gomi sized passage way, wi'.ii large com- 
mittee rooms on either side, and the main 
council chamber at the end. It will have 
the .same height as the present hall and be 
some 40 feel squiire, w ith a space for visi- 
tors and al.so a gallery above, so that some 
l.'si people can be aceommmlated, which is 
all that are likely to attend any hearing, 
TTie stage has been taken aw ay and one of 
the rear rooms will be used for a c<»al room 
and the other for a lavatory. .\ small .stair- 
way will lea«i directly to the city clerk’s 
oflice, for convenience when books or docu- 
ments are wanted. The height of the 
walls w ill give belter ventilation than the 
old council chainliers. Above the commit- 
tee rooms in front will be the drafting 
rooms for the city engineer’s oflice, with 
roof windows, and other much needed 
facilities for their work. 

On the first floor of the building, there 
will be some rearrangement. T'he asses- 
.sors’ rooms will be moved to the old council 
chamber, the aldermen’s room will be 
dividcil into the mayor’s oflice, and a wait- 
ing room for those who w Ish to see him. in- 
stead of as now having to wait Ip the hall 
If he is busy. The waiting room will also 
have a desk for the mayor’s private 
secretarv or clerk. The city clerk 
will adil the present mayor’s oflice to 
his oflice, and the auditor will have 
the assessors’ room . and the room no\y 
used by the superintendent of streets. In 
the basement will be the street commis- 
sioner’s oflice, the superintendent of build- 
ings. the board of health, the overseers of 
the poor, the city engineer’s oflice, and 
other oflices. 

The old ventilating pipes, which have 
disfigured the building and proved such a 
total failure are to be removed. The heat- 
ing is to be by steam, instead of by furnaces, 
and the hall will be lighted entirely Uy 
electricity by the city’s own plant. In- 
stead of the eleven furnaces used in City 
Hall and in the Pierce building, a steam 
plant will be put up in a separate buihling 
in the rear of the Pierce building, and the 
entire cost of the electric and heating plant 
will not be more than it now costs to heat 
and light the City Hall for a year. This 
will also remove all danger from fire from 
the Cltv Hall building. 

TTie Pierce school building will contain 
the regular police rooms ou the first floor, 
the lock-up will be fitted with steel cells, 
and there will be a reading room for the 
policemen. The court room, judge’s room, 
clerk’s and counsel room will be on the 
second floor. In the third story will be 
sleeping rooms for the unmarried patrol- 
men, and bath roonis.also a matron’s room, 
and cells for female prisoners. 

In the basement will be padded cells for 
noisy persons, and a gymnasium for the 
use of the policemen. 

The total cost of the improvements in 
both buildings will not be over Sl.’j.OOO and 
probably not less than $12,000, and as the 
county will allow $’2,(XX) for rent of the 
new court room this will more than pay 
the interest on the expenditure. These 
improvements will give ample accommoda- 
tions for the next dozen years, and obviate 
the necessity for a new City Hall and 
Court House, for at least that length of 
time.

Loose Screws and Empty Houses. 

To the Editor of tlie nraidilo 
I rea<l with considerable interest the 
communication printed in u recent issue 
over the sigpiiture “G. IL L.” The question 
he asks is one that has puzzled me not a 
little since 1 became a resident of Newton, 
which is not very long, but long enough to 
satisfy myself that there is a screw loose 
somewhere. Now every machinist knows 
that when a screw in his machine gets 
loose, be it ever so small, it is only a (pies- 
tion of time when, if not looked after, not 
only will his machine suffer, but the work 
done on it will likewise deteriorate in 
quality. It is no less true of municipal 
machinery that wlien once screws begin to 
to get loose, the results will most surely be 
bad as w ell as far-reaching. It has been a 
part of my life experience to watch, and in 
a degree to participate in the growth ami 
development of a municipality not far ro- 
moved from Newton, which during my 
thirty years residence in it 1 saw changed 
from a one-horse town of less than 10,<XJ0 
pecjple into a tlirlvlng, busy city of more 
I than .' 10 , 000 . The growth ami prosperity of 
: that city are largely ilue to a liberal ex- 
' peoditure for public improvements, not 
: always timely or judicious, perliai)s, but 
wliich were brought about in tlie face of 
bitter opposition from the so-called con- 
servative element, whicli could tolerate 
i notliing that was new and believed in 
i notliiiig that was not old ; doubtless tliere 
are many people in Newton who w illap- 
j preciate my point whltTi 1 may enlarge 
upon it some future time Valuable 
lesssoits are to be learned from pu.>>t ex- 
periences. So if the .'suggestions 1 may 
otfer sliould seem to be a trilie radical, let it 
be understood tiuit tliey are based on some- 
thing liesiile.-^ mere tlieory. 

“WTiy so many vacant liouses?” asks G. 
H. 1.. He answ ers truly w hen lie says tliat 
' rents are too higli for the class of people 
: who would, if lliev could, gladly occupy 
' them. He miglit have irntlifully addeil 
tliut loo many houses of the class which 
remain vacant are being built and too few 
I of a less expensive cliss. The great mass 
; is e(>mpose<i of mitldling interest people, 

I few of whom are in liie receipt of incomes 
tliut warrant tliem in paying even S.vx) for 
limise rent. To this cUss, the great pro- 
I iiorlion of w bom would intelligently ap- 
j piei lule the beauties of .Newton, tlie city 
prolfers no invitation to come and make u 
Iioine w itiiin its borders, as so many otlier 
place:, as close to the metropolis a.s New- 
ton are oouslaiilly doing. T’iie impression 
has gone abioud and is steadily fostered by 
a certain class, llial onl\ tlie ’‘belter” class 
are wanted here. With this i'lea in view 
all tlic most eligible building land is being 
rupitily absorlieil by syndicates w hose sole 
intere.-.t ill New’loii is to fill their own 
coltcis by raising the price of this land, so 
tliat none but tliobo wTio are well-to-do, or 
1 may say w ho possess iiiuonies wholly iii- 


dependont of bnsinos.s ('on.^lderntion.«», can 
afford to pnrclm.'ie and erect dwellings 
upon such land. .And tho.se same syndl- , 

cates take pains to let U be known that 

none but high class honsi's can find lodge- 
ment in Dial in-lghliorhood. 'I’his is their 1 
undoubted right, and may l»o for their in- i 
teri'st. TTiat 1 am not disputing; but is it ; 
for the interests of the city of Newton 
and is it calculated in the long run to pro- j 

mote its welfare’.’ Is It this proeess of ■ 

forcing upwards the price of eligible build- 
ing land and dwellings timt leads G. H. L. : 
to say tinit .Newton is ’’growing wealtliy’. ’ ! 
If so. 1 should feel obligeil to disagree with 
him. Is it not rather an answer to his ; 
<iuery, ’’why so many vacant lionsesi’” | 
Has he not Iieard that warning voice— ”HI , 
fares tlie land, to gathering ills a prey, 1 
where wealth uconmulates and men 1 
decay." I 

T'he social que.stion, w liiidi your corre.s- 
pondent tonclies noon, is a delicati^ one, 
and I notice tliat Iienandlesit .skilfully, not 
to .say gingerly. He i.s undonbti'dly riglit 
about the ’’real lady," etcetera. But 
people dld'er in opinions as to what con- 
stitutes a lady, w hether it be line clothes 
and a carriage or something else. In tlie 
colnmiis of a daily paper which comes to 
me from a manufacturing city not far 
away 1 frequently notice adverti.senients 
announcing tliat a “fore-lad v,” or a .sales- 
lady," or some other kiml of a ladv is 
wanted, or else wants a situation. It is 
certainiy true that no real la«ly will 
despi.se any one, lunvever Immblo or poor, 
wliether oliliged to w in k for tbeni.selves or 
otliers; but custom bus created distinc- 
tions and notliing will over wipe tlieni out. 

It lias often and truly been said that one 
might as w'ell bo out of the world as out of 
society, and tlie opinion is widely enter- 
tained, whether correctly or not I cannot 
say, that he or slie who cannot afford to 
belong to one or a dozen clubs or organiza- 
tions of different kinds cannot be expected 
to enjoy life to any great extent in Newton. 

1 might ()uote more tlian one instance that 
has come within the raiige of my personal 
knowledge tending to show the injurious 
results which grow outof this .sort of thing. 
Much might be said noon this point with a 
view to answering G. 11. L’s query, why so 
many vacant houses in Newton ‘2 
There are other reasons why so many 
dwellings are vacant which I should like 
to speak of, Mr. Editor, at some future 
time, with your consent. My past experi- 
ence leads me to think they have an im- 
portant bearing upon the future growtii 
and iirosperity of Newton. But 1 must 
pn.ss them for the present. 

There is, however, one matter which I 
think should be spoken of at the present 
time, and has already been brought to pub- 
lic attention througli the columns of an- 
other of our local newspapers. I allude to 
what has been called the dark-lantern 
nolicj' wiiich seems to be pursued at City 
Hall. Mind tImt I say seems, for 1 would 
not wittingly charge any public olHcial or 
number of otlicials with having by malice 
aforetbonglit witlihehl from the people any 
information which of right belong.s to 
them. We all know that the city has been 
spending large sums of money for public 
improvements iluriiig the past year or two. 
But how large or how small these expendi- 
tures have been, how wisely or unwisely 
made, the people at large have no know- 
ledge nor any apparent means of obtaining 
It. Consequently they are inclined to 
blame the powers that be, whether right- 
fully or not I have no present means of 
knowing, for withliolding information 
from the people whicli of right belongs 
to the people, and wlileh the authorities 
placed in power by the people should be 
most of all anxious to place before them. 

It may be said that we should look to the 
press for the desired knowledge. We have 
looked, but in vain. Whether it is because 
the busy news gatherers are so complntely 
engaged in picking up and printing society 
gossip and social little-tattle, or whether 
they have found obstacles in the way of 
getting at these weightier matters, tliat 
vitally allect tlie material interests of the 
whole city, I cannot say. But it seems to 
me that the ollicials who disburse the 
people’s money siiould take pains as well 
as pleasure in placing before the people a 

K lain and succinct stutenient of what has 
een done, and is being done in the way of 
public ininrovements, what they have cost 
and are likely to cost, how much and to 
whom laiul damages have been or are to be 
paid and wliat is to be the probable end of 
it all.. 

Tlie annual city election is near at hand 
and now is the time wiien such informa- 
tion i.s wanted and sliould be given. Must 
we wait for tlie inaugural of tlie new 
Mayor, whoever lie may be. before we get 
it, supposing we do tlien ’.’ It will be more 
valuable now. Nor sliould tlie overworked 
reporters for the press be reijuired to immp 
it out of unwilling otlicials whose manner, 
at any rate, would lead one to infer tliut 
they know more tlian they are willing to 
tell. It is but a few weeks since (piite a 
breeze was rai.'»ed around City Hall con- 
cerning tile financial atfairs of tlie city, but 
whicli wa.s ultimately calmed down by a 
statement tliut tliere was a misunderstand- 
ing, a slip of tiie pen, an error of the 
printer, or sometiiing of that sort; but 
there lias undoubtedly been an unsettled 
feeling in the public mind wlilcli would 
have manifested itself more forcibly, and 
perhaps liave received more attention in 
some quarters, were it not fur tiie fact 
tliat the i>olitics of the city are dominated 
by a single party, and tliat no otlier iias 
any apparent existence or possibly has any 
right to exist. The feeling is too prevalent 
here, us in iiiuny other places, tiiut tlie 
poorer laboring man, who perhaiis jiajs 
only a poll tux, has no direct inlere.st in 
this finaiieiul question. Vet tlie fact is tliut 
he has the largest interest in it. for ulti- 
mately labor has to pay all the bills. 

Again I .say, us another has said else- 
where, let us have light and have it now. 
luit the people, small tax-payers as well as 
large ones, know what is being ilone with 
their money. And let that knowledge 
come freely and willingly and not be drag- 
ged out as a dentist would draw an obsti- 
nate tooth. A reform of this kind at City 
Hall would liave a good etleet all rouml, 
niakinu everybody liappier by removing 
that feeling of doubt and snspicion tliat is 
jnsl now resting so heavily upon Hie public 
mind. More tiiuii all, i think it would 
help solve tiie problem propounded liy G. 
H. L., for loose screws in public ulVuirs are 
eiiiineiilly productive of vacant houses 
wherever tliey are allowed to exist. ,

Approolutlvo wonls nn<l KRuerous nimn- 
clal supiiort caino from most of tho 
cluirchoH of Newton last Sunday morning, 
for tlio local Youiik Men’s Christian As- 
sociation. Scnnims to yonn^ men in 
which tho practical work of tho Y. M. C. 
A. was emphasised wore preached from 
many pulpits, and tho response to the ap- 
peals for money to prosecute this work 
was hearty; about haviuK already 

been reported. 

In the afternoon at :i o’clock a mass meet- 
ing was held In the A.ssoclatlon’s Hall, at- 
tended by •HM) people, rresldont K. II. 
Tucker presided. Rev. (leo. E. Merrill 1). 
1)., Invoked Divine blessing upon the ser- 
vice, Rev. (ioo. \V. Shinn. 1). I)., read the 
Scripture lesson, and Rev. C. K. Holmes 
olTored prayer. Tho vested choir from 
(trace Episcopal church rendered sev- 
eral Impressive anthems which contribu- 
ted greatly to the success of the exercises. 

President Tucker read tho following In- 
teresting report of tho past year’s work: 

PUKSIPKNT TUCKKII’B HKPOnT. 

Another year has pas.sed and again wo 
meet to celebrate our annlver.sarv. Wo 
feel thankful to our Heavenly Father for 
the many blessings which we have received 
and take pleasure in recounting them to 
j'on. In this our annual report. 

One year ago we entered these new 
rooms, situated opposite Nonantum sriimre, 
which has since become the center of tho 
electric traltic of our city. With more 
Young men ujuni our streets than Newton 
had over seen before, wo felt that great ro- 
snonslbillty rested on our association. 
Feeling that man’s spiritual needs are of 
the llr.st imiiortancp, we put forth special 
elVorts to supply these. Our Sunday after- 
noon meetings were made as interesting 
and helpful as possible: a very earne.st 
leader for our iJlble class was secured in 
tho person of Mr. iS. R. Vinton of Newton 
Theological Seminary, and the study of the 
life of Christ was taken up with a class of 
ten young men. I t soon became apparent 
to our board of directors that there was 
need for more work along spiritual lines, 
and after careful consultation with the 
pastors it was decided to hold stiecial 
meetings in our hall. Through Dr. Merrill 
of Immanuel Raptist church, we secured 
the services of Dr. Edward .ludson of tho 
Judson Memorial church. Now York Citv, 
who labored with us tho lirst two weeks in 
February. He was followed by his assist- 
ant. Dr. Haynes, who remained with us 
for live days. Mrs. Nellie Rakeman Dono- 
van, gospel singer, aided in the w'ork. 

These meetings wore conducted with 
rare skill by Dr. Judson, and no one who 
attended them will ever forget tho gracious 
way in w-hich (iod’s truth was brought 
home to our hearts. Many a Chri.stian was 
warned to a newness of life, and many 
others were led to give their hearts and 
lives to the .Ma.ster’s service. Some of our 
most earnest workers today are those who 
lirst learned to know Christ while Dr. 
Judson was with us. 

All of the churches In this ward were 
deeply stirred by his preaching, and all 
received a rich blessing. Rut great as the 
good accomplished seemed to us, the real 
value of the w'ork is known only to Him 
who knoweth all things. Since the Judson 
meetings, our regular Sunday afternoon 
meetings, for boys at 3 o’clock, and tor 
men at 4 o’clock, have been marked by real 
spiritual life. I luring the summer months 
tlie meetings were small, but were very 
helpful to those who attendeil them. Our 
religious meetings for the year have been 
as follows: AO meetings lor men only, 
average attendance, 40; 4’J meetings for 
boys, average attendance lir»: 10 meetings 
fur both sexes, average attendance ‘JOO. 1 
have given you thus brielly wliat aiipears 
as our religious work, but tlie real wiiik 
done, no one but God can e.stinmte. We 
know that there have come into our rooms 
during tlie past year, men who were physi- 
cal, and moral wrecks; through tho inllu- 
ence of this association tliey are now re- 
spected members of the community. Wo 
know others who have been under terrible 
temptations, who have througli the inllu- 
ence of young men in tliese rooms, been 
kept in the right way. We know tliat the 
most active young men in our churches to- 
day are those who have liad tlieir hearts 
kindled at our meetings. We know that 
Newton is a brigliter, better place for 
young men than it was before the existence 
of our association. 

Our work is like the work of the church 
and the Christian home, it is impossible to 
measure the good it does, fur the atmo- 
sphere it creates around it is after all mure 
important than anything w hich can be ex- 

I iressed by facts and ligures. Character 
milding is our highest aim, and this is ac- 
complished best by personal work, of 
which we can give no record hero. 

Our educational work has consisted of 
classes in vocal music, shortliand, lectures 
on natnral history, and onr young men’s 
congress. 'I’lie hitter has perhaps proved 
the most successful feature of this branch 
of our work. The congressmen take great 
interest in tlieir debutes,and their meetings 
conducted in .same manner as liiose of the 
national house of representatives prove 
not only interesting, but very instrnctlve. 
The third season of tlie congress lias Just 
begun, and the interest taken in it promises 
a successful session. All young men are 
cordially invitcil to Join. Several public 
debates have been hold iluring the year 
with good attendance. Tlie lirst for tills 
winter occurs next Wednesday evening, 
and you are all cordially invited to be 
present to sue wliat our young men are do- 
ing. 

OUU IMIYHICAI. PKPAIITSIKNT. 

Realizing that a healthy mind can only 
do its best work in a liealtiiy body, tlie 
Young Men’s Cliristian Association of to- 
day, rightly, as I believe, devotes much at- 
tentiun to tlie physical man. For this 
work w e are splendidly equipped, having 
one of the best gyinnasiuins In the statu, 
large, airy, and well littud with aiiparatiis, 
and batii appliances, all under the care of a 
carcfullv trained man. 

East June our physie^il director, Mr. A. 
R. Smitli, resigned, and during July and 
August our gymnasium was uloseil witli 
tlie exception of two afternoons and two 
evenings of eacli week. Realizing this 
fall tliat general linancial conditions de- 
manded economy In all possible directions, 
we determined to secure a physical direc- 
tor who would give only part of his time to 
us. and tlius save the associution much ex- 
pense. We were able to secure under these 
conditions an excellent man, Mr. E. C. 
Wyatt, who gives tliree afteriioons and 
three evenings each week to class work, 
doing practically the same work as last sea- 
son. Each member on joining a gymnasi- 
um class receives a careful physical ex- 
aminatiun and special work is pre- 
scribed where necessary. Rody build- 
ing is mir aim, to turn out strong, 
healthy men and boys, ami not prize win- 
ning atliletes, is w hat we are working for. 
In these days of atiiletiu craze too much 
care cannot be taken of our boys to see 
that they do not over exercise, and also to 
train their atliletic minds aright, that they 
may realize tliat ’’tiiere is a bodily exercise 
w hlcli proliteth nolliing.” 

That the physical deimrtment is apiireci- 
ated is proved by the (oilow ing average at- 
temlance for the year: Roys’ classes 4-'; 
business men 2’.'; evening 2d. 

WOMAN’S APXll.lAltV. 

Not tlie least important branch of our 
work is the Women’s .\uxiliary, without 
them we could not exist. Our tastefully 
furnished rooms, our beautiful i)iunu. the 
rapidly growing library, the pictures on 
our w alls, all these and many otlier things 
speak to us eloquently of the love and de- 


votion of the Indies. During the year they 
have given three receptions to onr young 
men nnd Imve held one bazaar in our 
hall. In tlie summer ni»nths they kept onr 
rooms fragrant wltli beautiful llnwers. 
They alsolhave the use of our gymnasium 
for two mornings ami one afternoon a 
week. At these times classes are helil for 
hidies and children under the charge of 
>Ii88 Macomber, a trained physical direc- 
tor. 'Pliese classes are mnch appreciated 
by many our ladies. ' 

'Pile work of our general secretary, .Mr. 
I’itt F. Parker, is too well known to need 
comment from me. He is earnest and 
faithful, and has tliis year more than ever 
proved himself the friend of every young 
man in Newton. Wo have considered our- 
selves fortunate, in having onr work un- 
d(*r the general direction of one who is in 
many ways so well litted for it, and who 
is so consecrated In his ilesire to work for I 
tho Master. Our success is largely <hie to i 
his elTorts. I 

HKSIJI.TS. j 

After what has been said the question | 
will naturally anise in your minds how’ is | 
all tills work appreciated liy onr young i 
men and boys. In reply 1 would .say in i 
addition to tlie tigures already mentioned, i 
that tlie average daily attendance in onr 
rooms for tlie yejir has been 7.'». During | 
the .summer in July and Ang.. when our 
rooms were in charge of Mr. Harlo|i, 
and open only two afternoons and even- 
ings a w’eek, .'i'.Ni men and boys visited the 
as.sociaiions. 

Our membership has largely increased 
during the year. We have now a total 
membership of :(.’>() seniors and 74 iuniors, 
total 414. East year wo reporteil at our 
annual meetings ‘2i;4 .seniors ami 4l» juniors 
total 313, net gain ini. Tliese tigures should 
be much increased soon as many member 
shins expired Nov. l.st, and many of these 
will doulitless soon renew'. 

'Phis shows in mhlition to what has al- 
ready b(?en said that our as.sociatlon is a 
second home to many young men. What 
it means to a young man living in a large 
boanling house to liave the.se pleasant 
riMiding and game rooms open to him, no 
one, who has not been sucli a young man, 
can appreciate, tlmse of us who have, can. 

We regret that we have lost the services 
of Mr. Geo. R. Hartop, who has so faitli- 
fnlly served ns as janitor for nearly tlireo 
years, his faithful Clirisilan character hav- 
ing been an Insjiiration to many of onr 
young men. He is still witli us us a mem- 
ber and though obliged to accent a position 
with shorter hours of service, his interests 
and heart are as much as ever in our work. 

Refore closing my report and calling for 
that of our general secretary, 1 wish to say 
a w'ord regarding our licld, and our needs 
During the twenty years since this organi- 
'/atioii was formed, Newton has passed 
through many changes, but never in a 
single year, has so much been done to alter, 
not only outside appearances, but to change 
.social conditions, as during the last twelve 
months. 

''rom a quiet country suburb of Roston 
we have changed into a bu.sy city of shops 
and electric cars. 'Plie.se latter .seem 
destined to unite our divided city into a 
more connected wliole, with the centre of 
business in this ward. 'Phe fact that one 
live-cent fare brings to ns young men from 
all parts of our city, opens to all tlie ad- 
vantages of onr rooms, ours being the 
only gymnasium in Newton. 'Phe electric 
car is a boon to those in other w’ards, who 
wish for physical culture such as we can 
offer. 

'Phese changed conditions bring with 
them great opportunities and great respon- 
sibilities. We are twenty years old today. 

A young man at 20 looks on life as ail be- 
fore him, he is jn.st reaily to begin his life 
W'ork. What is true of one young man, is 
true today of us as a boily of younS men. 
During ‘20 years tho foundations of tills a.s- 
sociation have been laid, how well hilil, 
these rooms and onr report testllies. 'Phe 
great work of tlie Newton Y'oung Men’s 
Olirl.stian Association lies ahead and not 
behind us. Never before w-ere the needs 
so great, never were temptations for young 
men .so numerous as today ; especially is 
this true of Newton. 'Plie same electric 
car that brings young men to us, will take 
our young men from home as readily. 
Never were we so well equipped as now to 
do the W’ork wliich an association such as 
this stands for. Sliall wo do this work as 
it should be done remains for you to .say. 

Institutional churches are the demand of 
the hour. We are the institutional, the 
every day church of Newton. Wo are 
w’oi king for every church in our city, and 
I am thankful to .say that nearly every 
church in the city is working for us. 'Po- 
day eighteen pastors have preached to 
young men at our request, and in many of 
these churches a collection will be taken 
for aid work. Our needs to carry on this 
work successfully are, lirst of all your sym- 
pathy and prayers, next your linancial sup- 
port. 'Pile last year has been an exjiensive 
one owing to the moving into and furnish- 
ing of our new rooms, consequently w'e 
lind ourselves somewhat in debt. 'Phis 
coming year we shall considerably reduce 
our running expenses, and we liope to raise 
enough money today to pay these, and re- 
duce if possible a |>art of our indebtedness. 

'Pilose who liave not already contributed 
today will be given an opportunity later in 
this service. 

Fathers and mothers, will yon not lielp 
us to work for your boys, not only today, 
but all through the year; j(dn some of our 
departments if yon can, and you will feel 
with 118 that it is more blessed to give than 
to receive. 

'Po tliose who think tiiere is no need for 
an association in .Newton I have only one 
more w ind ; read cull from boys. 

Remarks were made by (ieneral Secre- 
tary I’arker. The unsellisliness of tho 
Evangelical churches in providing practi- 
cal means of doveloiilng cliaractor in young 
men of any or no belief was the strong 
point of his brief address. 

After singing a congregational Uyiiiii, 
Mr. F. 1*. Shiiniway, of Melrose, was in- 
troduced as tho prmcl|)al siicaker of the 
(lav. Mr. {Shuinway said in nart: 

1 want to congratulate you on the pro- 
gress you have made here in Newton the 
last twenty-live years; on your splendid 
cliurches, your abundant schools, your 
line hospital. 1 want to congratulate you 
men who have made Newton what it is 
and this Association what it is; and you 
women, too, for a man is not half a man 
until he is married and has a wife in his 
home. An association is never half an a.s- 
soclation until it has a Woman’s Auxil- 
liary. 1 could tell you of associations in 
Massachusetts where the men got dis- 
couraged and would have given up if it 
had not been for tho Woman’s Auxliliary. 

I want to congratulate you on the location 
of your building. It is in the strategic 
centre of Newton, and you seem to be in 
tlie very best building you could liave. 

Rut it is not line buildings or houses that 
make a nation, it is tine ineii and women. 

A lire may wipe out your buildings in an 
hour, but when you build a man or women 
you have somothing that will stand, (’har- 
acter is the one thing that counts in this 
world. 1 begin to realize and appreciate, 
as 1 grow older and the skating rink bo- 
conies larger on the top of my head, w hat 
it is to be an American citizen. It is tlie 
grandest tiling in the world to be an 
Anierican citizen, and no where else in 
the world can a iiiaii be so niueh of a nian 
or a nionieii so much of a w oman. 'Phe 
whole world is looking at us to see what 
we are going to do, and if we fail the 
world is going to bo hurt, and if w e suc- 
ceoil man and God is going to bo helped, 
'Phe defect today is not in politics. Our 
country is w hat we make it. and we can 1 
help the world if our aims arc righteous. I 
What wo want is imperial men, men who 
will stand like the old guard stood when 
they wore cornered anduskeii to surrender 
I and said: ‘ The Guard candle, it never 
surrenders.” We want men like Henry 
(May, w lio when he aspired to be president 
and was told he must do certain things to 
concllllate those opposiKl to him. wliich 
w ere deemed expedient but weienot right, 
said “No, 1 had rather be right tlian be 
president.” 'Phis is the inuterial which 
you and I w ant to i»ut into our boys, so 
that they w ill make men who stand for

'I’liere are too many Rainey Rarnaios. wlio Romantic!” Iheotherhalf says: "Hr 
grah at tlie diamonds and tlien jump into I silly!” Rut yon can’t tell cither wi 
the sea, nnd too few William E. (Radstones, 
wlio are living worthy and ii.sefnl lives, 

of clmraeter. Yon lain paint over 
and make it look like brick and stone, but 
tlie time eoiiies wlien it is te.sted and tlien 
it falls. 'Pile otlier day a man was lironglit 
np for stealing half a million of dollars 
and was asked wliy lie did it.

'Phere is no 
doubt about its being a business institution 
whicli i»ay.s, and if your Newton associa- 
tion is not a success tho fault is with your 
association and not with you. Forty-two 
•llffertMit institutions in Hi is country are to- 
day contrilmtors to the Y. M. C. A., and 
tlie one tiiat gives tlie most gets tlie most. 

Y'lm people say to me tiiat Newton is a 
fine city and tiiere is very little wrong done 
liere. I want to ask you wliat is Hie mat- 
ter witli tliose l(iii7 men wlio were arre.sted 
in Newton last year. I know notliing 
about it. but tlie prison commissioners say 
tliey have mit Hiein. How about tliose 
men from Newton tliat I found in tlie re- 
formatory and in .states iirlson’i* 'Pliey are 
tiiere and Hii.s is Newton, and iliere is 
sometliiiig wrong .soniewliere. How about 
tliose Hiirty eiglit men I found loafing 
around tlie depot today 2 How about tliose 
Hint came out on tile 11. .‘to train from Ros- 
ton last niglit and liad to be lielued oil at 
Newton'.’ Some woman cried in Newton 
lii.st niglit becan.se Jolinnio got off the 
train in tlie sliape lie did. Don’t feel tliat 
Newton, or any oilier city, is so good that 
tiiere are not in it lonesome men, discour- 
aged men, men who need your lielp. 'Pliey 
tlionglit Unit, lip in Portiund, and w ent to 
work to find out liow many wanted to be 
lielped, and tliey found 7!H5.

THE CAUCUSE.S. 

.Tudging from the o.aucu.ses la.st evening, 
everyone is a Hepublican this year, ns all 
shades of party men were representerl, and 
there Is a healthy interest in city aflairs, 
Judging from the attendatice. 

NVards One, Two, and Five were the 
storm centres, and had rather exciting 
times, which added to the intere.st of life in 
those wards. Probably there will be nomi- 
nation papers in favor of some of the <Ie- 
feated candidates, but that is ns it should 
be, as some contest will be nec*essary to get 
the voters out to the polls. 

In Ward One the delegation is divided, 
between Messrs. John T. Langford, Lewis 
E. Cofllu, and John S. Potter, and It was 
a rather decided victory for Mr. Langford, 
os he refused to enter any combination or 
make any ple< 1 ge.s, and also did not ask any 
one to vote for him. As Mr. Langford was 
one of the men most interested in drawing 
up the new charter, and some one will be 
needed in the new hoard to explain its pro- 
visions, he should be nominated by the 
convention, and probably will be. The 
other contests in the ward are purely lowil 
ones, and are not of so much general im- 
portance. 

Ward Two has not forgotten its fight 
with the .school committee of last year, and 
it was carrie<l into the caucus, but the 
nominees seem to be excellent men, and If 
electeil, they will do good service. 

It is regretted that ex-Alderman Fiske 
could not accept the nomination tendered 
him, as he would have been of great value 
to the city in the new board. 

In War<l Five, the Wabun people carried 
the day over Oak Hill, and secure<l Mr. 
Ileymer, and the <»ppusition to Alderman 
White was not so much against Him, as it 
was an effort among the younger men to 
demonstrate their independence, hut they 
were defeated and Alderman White will 
return to the h(»urd. 

In Ward .Six there is never any conte.st, 
as the caucus always curries out the phins 
laid down, and the same was true of Ward 
Seven. 

There will he no contest over the mayor, 
as all Jire in favor of Mayor Cobh, hut there 
will probably he enough nomination papers 
taken out for aldermen and school commit- 
tee to make things Interesting.

The 
parents should study the children more 
caretullv wiitiout their know ledge. They 
should also more fully realize their respon- 
sibility and tlieie should be more consultu- 
llon with tlie teachers. - , ,

Vine hlgli holioolj gave a teaclier’s sugges- 
tion as to how the liome may bo maile bet- 
ter to support tlie work of tliescliool. Tlie 
education of the child is two-fold; con- 
scious, in hcliool; unconscious, in tlie 
home. Which is tlie more important? 
Tlie.se tw . kimls .should be made to har- 
monize. In tills tlie teacher cannot take 
the initiative, but tliis cun and should be 
done by tlie parents.

Nearly all the concurrent business on 
the docket went through without discus- 
sion with tlie exception of an order re- 
imbursing SLll.-jin the city engineer for 
expenditures under the order of the post- 
office <lepaitment for street numbering.

At tills point a question was raised as to 
the riglit of the committee going into ex- 
ecutive session. It was found, however, 
tliat the board lind this right.

Mr. Whittle.sey said Mr. Miner’s long ex- 
perience witli the city work had made lilm 
invaluable. His long experience was con- 
tinually increasing and lie possessed in- 
formation that could not be bought. 

Councilman Nagle spoke also of Nfr. 
Miner’s good qualities and efficiency. 
Several other members of the board ex- 
pressed their views, including Messrs.

$150 for additional work on tlie ash removal 
contract. 

This was passed over without change. 

The apiiropriatioii for burial grounds, 
which called for $200 for the work and $200 
for superintendent’s salary was next to fall 
under the official axes. 

Councilinan Lyman showed tliat the 
duties came under those of the street coin- 
niissioner, and he thought the ainuuiit of 
$200 salary could be dispensed with. 

Tliis opinion seemed quite genera] and 
the appropriation w’as reduced from $400 
to $ 200 . 

The city engineer’s denartmeiit failed to 
escape the eye of tlie economical members, 
and us a result tlie salaries of two assist- 
ants, two transit men, two rod men, two 
axe men, two draughtsmen and stenograph- 
er placed at $7,D0O, was cut to $ii, 8 S 0 , the 
same as last year. The maintenance of 
two liorses, two wagons and horse liire was 
placed at last year’s figures, $800, a cut of 
$150 from the $‘.i.V) asked for. 

Cuuiicilmaii Lyman criticised some of the 
department’s work in connection with lay- 
ing out grades of sidewalk coiistrnctioii. 

The salary of the street commissioner at 
$:i 2 <Mi was marked for disenssinn, but it was 
stiowii tliat ills duties would be increased 
materially. The amount was allowed to 
remain. 

General repairs and sidewalks and street 
crossings occasioned brief dLscnssioii ami 
were allowed to remain $87,000 and $20,ooo 
resoectively. 

Tlie amount of S.MK) for .Memorial Day ex- 
penses was opposed by Coniicilmun Whit- 
tlesey until it was explained that this ap- 
propriation was statutatory and given tlie 
G. A. B. post aiiinially. 

.Ml.scellaneous expenses, Newton Free 
l.ihrary and its branclie.s, w'ere checked, 
but bronglit out but little discussion, ami 
were allowed to remain. 

An attempt wa.s made to increase the 
parks and squares appropriation to $r>ooo 
from $4,100. 

Councilman Alvord said the work would 
lie iieees.saiily increased tliis year by tlie 
additional ground at Aubnriidale, Newton 
Centre and other parts of tlie city. TTie 
amount wa.s ulloweil to stand $4.‘loo. 

Tlie cliief of imllce salary at $.1800 came 
lip next. Conncilmaii l.,ymaii favored tiiat 
tlie position of keeper of tlie lockup, for 
wliicb tlie clilef now receives $I 00 , be 
stricken from tlie miscellaneous expenses 
and iiiclude<i in this salary.

It provided for an addition 
to tlie reserve force.whlcli would cover tlie 
outlying districts in whieli the present 
police protection was iiiadeijuate. ITie in- 
ereu.se tliis year had been made by the 
mounting of four patrolmen and the pur- 
cliase of several horses. 

Councilinan Wliittle.sey opposed tiie in- 
crease. He did not think tlie country dis- 
tricts needed the same protection us tliat 
given tlie city part. He thought tlie pre.s- 
eiit force could cover tlie routes tliat re- 
quired necessary protecti(Mi. He favored 
cutting the umonut from $iit >,210 to SitliDUi). 
.\ vote was taken ami it failed of passage.

TEACHERS’ SALARIES. 


CllU AOO SCHOOL TKACHKllS PIIKSKNT THE 
qUK.STION IN A STIHKINO WAY. 

The last is.sue of the Jonnial of Educa- 
tion presents tlie question of the unfair- 
ness in Hie salaries of different classes of 
teacliers in a very striking way, and the 
same inecinality exists in Newton. The ex- 
tract is as follows: 

The Chicago Public School Teachers’ 
Federation, Elizabetli K. Burdick, presi- 
dent, made this argnmeiit before the board 
of aldermen throngh tlie president: ‘‘There 
are 2 :fi),(N )0 children being edneuted in this 
city, and being educated in a manner tliat 
has placed tlie Cliicago schools away up 
above tliose of almost every other city in 
Hie country. Who is performing this great 
work? Is it Siiperiiitendeiit Lane, who i 
gets $7000? Is it his assistants, who get 
$4(H)o? Is it Hie supervisors, who get from 
$l."i 00 to $.WHH)? Ls it the special teachers, 
wlio get from $r 2 (H) to $Ui<X)? Is it the 
principals, wlio get from $- 2 .'»(K) to $:tooo? 
No; it is the 4500 grade teachers, who, no 
matter how' faithful and efficient they may 
be, and no mutter how long they have been 
in Hie service, will never receive over $800. 
Take the special teachers in drawing and 
music, who receive from $iooo to SHKX). 
Do yon suppose it is tliey who teach Hie 
pupils lirawing and music? Not at all; 
tliey pay us a formal visit once a month, 
anil in the iiieanwliile I do all the teaching 
in drawing and music. I do not blame 
them, understand, for they cannot come 
ofteiier. But it is true, all the same, that 
til -y get the money and I do the work. At 
present the grade teacher is started at 
$500, whicli is increased year by year for 
seven years in tlie primary seliools to $ 8 (X), 
and in Hie graniniur scliools to $850. Wliat 
do we want? We want the grade teachers 
ill primary and grammur scliools alike to 
begin at $.5(X), wliicli shall be inereused 
from year to year for eight years to SKKX). 
Our position is that if a good grade teacher 
is worth uiiythiiig, she is worth $ 1000 . 
Moreover, on Hie pitiful salarj' slie now' 
gets, how’ is .slie to keep up her studies, im- 
prove lier mind, and take Hie necessary 
recreation in Hie sniiiiner?”

Tho Newton Knpnblicnn ponvontlon to 
noniinato n oainlidnte for mayor. 14 alder, 
men at laiKO, seven to serve year ami 
seven to servo two, and four nioinbors of 
tho school coinniltteo, was held last Tues- 
day night In the City Hall. Robert H. 
(lardlnor was chairman, and E. W. Halley 
secretary. A committee on credentials, 
composed of \V. 11. H. Dowse, N. II. Chad- 
wick and Reuben Fork nail reported :w 
delegates present. 

Contrary to expectation the meeting was 
very harmonious, the only contest being 
over the selection of candidates for alder* 
men for one year from Ward 1 and a candi- 
date for tho school board for three years 
from tho same wur<l, and although tho 
Ward 1 delegation was badly split one 
ballot suillced. 

Hon. .lohn A. Fenno presented the name 
of lion. Henry E. Cobb as a candidate for 
mayor as the unanimous choice of the citi 
zens of Newton, and the man best fitted to 
organize the city government under the 
new charter. 

The duties next year will be more than 
unial, said Mr. Fenno. Next ye^r the new 
charter Is to bo enforced, and upon those 
candidates who are elected will devolve tho 
duties of starting tho machinery, and see- 
ing its operations successful. The duties 
of the mayor will bo increased .aud especial- 
ly anluous. The reiiuiremeuts of the execu- 
tive ofllce, and tho solution of important 
public problems require at this time the 
mayor to bo a man of great experience aud 
ability. Such a man is Hun. Henry E. 
Cobb. 1 therefore take great pleasure in 
nominating Henry E. Cobb. 

The nomination was made unanimous by 
acolamution, uud Messrs. G. S. Smith, Hun. 
G. D. Gilman and G. A. Weed wore ap- 
pointed a committee to wait upon Mayor 
Cobb and request his presence. 

The Ward 1 delegation unanimously pre- 
sented the name of .Icsse C. Ivyasalder- 
mun-ut-large for two years. The nomina- 
tion was made unanimous. The majority 
of the delegates presented tho name of 
.lohn S. Potter as alder man-at-lurge for one 
year, and the minority that of John T. 
Langford. For school committee the 
Ward 1 delegation was unanimous in pre- 
senting tho name of Rev. Francis B. Horn- 
brook for four years. The majority 
favored John A. Hamilton for three years 
and the minority Lewis E. Coflln. 

On motion of Mr.Edward O.Chllds it was 
voted to nominate those from each ward 
unon whom tho committee had agreed. 
This was done and nothing but the Ward 
One contest was brought out. 

Chairimiu Brackett of that delegation 
said a majority favored J. S. Potter. 

Mr. Childs said iio was glad to know how 
tho majority felt at that time. Twenty- 
four hours ago they had favored Alderman 
Downs, whom ho understood had decided 
to withdraw. 1 nominate, said Mr. Childs, 
a man eminently qualilied, and whom we 
feel the best one to serve the city in that 
capacity from Ward One, Mr. John T. 
Langford. 

Mr. Brackett spoke further in favor of 
Councilman Potter’s nomination, which he 
hoped would pass. 

A vote was taken which resulted, J. S. 
Potter 19, J. T. Langford 10. 

Dr. Scales nominated ex-Alderman J. A. 
Hamilton us member of the school com- 
mittee from Newton for three years. He 
spoke of Mr. Hamilton’s good qualities 
and his faithful service in the board of 
aldermen. 

Mr. Childs— I see u ticket in the field 
' with the name of W. E. Harding for school 
board. This has come up without the 
knowledge of the delegation. 1 know Mr. 
Harding and think he would not care to 
have his name used. The delegation is 
divided upon the names of Collin and 
Hamilton, and what the object of this 
third ballot is 1 don’t know. 

Mr. Brackett endorsed Mr. Collin’s nomi- 
nation. 

On motion of Mr. Weed, Ward 7, it was 
voted that the delegates declare themselves. 
This being done it was shown that a 
maiority favored Mr. Hamilton. 

T he ballots wore then oast and the vote 
resulted, J. A. Hamilton ‘22, and L. E. 
Coflln IJ. 

There was no contest in Ward 2.

It is ]iossihlo that the Now York post 
ofllce authorities have overlooked that gen 
eral rule for .ostniasters in the oonduct of 
their oflines Ahich says: “It is important 
that mail matter he postmarked in a per 
feet manner so tliat oacli letter and (Ignre 
of tlie stamp may be distinct. A failure 
on the part of the postmaster to jKistinark 
iiiail leglhly not only reflects upon . tho 
nianagoment of his ollioe, hut rendors him 
liable to lie charged w’itii delays which 
have not actually occurred at hls oflloo. ” 

Not only arc postmasters forbidden to 
furnish lists of persons receiving mall 
from tlieir postoflices, but tho wives and 
families of the postmaster are also forbid- 
den to tell what tho head of tho family 
may have mentioned. As to tlie momliers 
of ids family, tho enforcumont of tiiu pro- 
hibition is left with tlio iiostniaster. — New 
York Press. 

KITES PUZZLED BY KITES. 

Other Dig Dirclu. Ton, AfTecteil In the 
Snine Way. 

Many amusing experiences have boon 
tho lot of tho scientists w’ho have been 
manipulating kites for sciontiflo purposes 
Large birds are always interested in tho 
strange devlocs lloittng in the air and can- 
not quite make cut what they aro. Pronipt- 
en by sharp curiosity, tliey hover around 
tho floating kite and siihjeut themselves to 
tho danger of bccondhg entangled in tlie 
silken string and being dragged down to 
earth. 

No bird, however, has over 'alighted on 
a kite or attacked one. Whllo one scientist 
was (lying a train of five kites a oouplo of 
years ago a large silver tipped eagle came 
suddenly out of the higher air and swooped 
round and round the first kite, looking 
against the sunset sky like a huge sil^’or 
Rlill. As the train of kites was pulled In 
tho eagle followed, visiting one kite and 
then another, seeming unoortaln just what 
to do. In a few minutes, when he seemed 
to have decided that they were not good to 
eat and he knew nutliing about them any- 
way, ho indignantly- (lew olT and w’us lost 
to view. 

Another experience was had with a stork 
that canio from tho New Jersey side of the 
Hudson and flow straight for the queer 
object in tlio air. Ho apparently had made 
up Ills mind to go straight through it, but 
changed and dived underneath. He went 
around and above it, and through a glass 
it oould bo seen that ho cooked his eye at 
the intruder in a most ooniical manner. 
He started away a few hundred feet, 
changed his mind and oamo sw«*uping 
back. Ho Anally rolnotantly wont away, 
iiiystiflod over this queer addition to the 
inhabitants of tho air. 

Whilo kites were high in the air one 
Marcli Uoeks of geese flying in the V 
wedge flew over. They invariably stopped, 
broko up and hovered about the queer ob- 
ject and at last flew away While the 
larger birds all come from heights above 
the kites, tho small birds of the air will 
alight un the string holding the kite and 
sway to and fro.— Chicago News.

THE APPbOPHIATiGN BILL. 


As the contract for lighting our streets 
will end next year, it is hoped that some 
much needeil reform w ill be Introduced, 
and tlie street lights arranged on a more 
intelligent hiusis. 

It costs a large sum to light the streets 
on the pre.sent .system, as w e have so 
many miles of streets, but if tlicy were 
differently arranged, tlie cost would be no 
greater, and the re.Hults would be much 
more satisfactory. We have a great num- 
ber of arc lights scattered about the city, 
some of which areadniirubly placed iu the 
public siiuiues. and others are so placed 
at the corners of streets jus to be of little 
real advantage to drivers of teams or pedes- 
trians. A small space is .so brilliantly 
lighted that everything outside of tliat 
limited area appears in impenetrable dark- 
ness. For open squares, or for a wide 
boulevard like Washington street or Com* 
mou wealth avenue arc lights are the cor- 
rect thing, if there are enough of them, 
but for narrow, winding and thickly shad- 
ed streets, such as Centre street, for in- 
stance, arc lights are in most cases more 
dangerous than beneliclal. They make 
black shadows under the trees, aii.l the 
enterveiiing gas or Incandescent lamps can 
hardly be distinguished, after the glare of 
the lumps. 

It is a serious mistake to mix up so 
many systems of street lighting, so that 
none of them are satisfactory. We have 
in an adjoining town an example of a 
better way, which furnishes a good object 
lesson. Every one who has occasion to 
drive to Wellesley from Lower Falls, in 
the evening, remarks upon the excellent 
and satisfactory way in which the streets 
are lighted. Incandescent lamps only are 
used, but they are placed near together, 
and although the street is as heavily 
shaded, and as crooked in parts us any in j 
Newton, the street is nerfectiy .safe to 
drive through at night, and tliere are no I 
dark places, such as we have under our I 
system. ! 

Probably the Wellesley system costs 
little if any more than ours, while it is 1 
so much better that tb.ere is no compar- , 
Ison between them. 

Anotlier point is the question whether 
it pays to retain any of the old gas lumps. 
They are so far apart that they leave a 
long distance in obscurity, and in these , 
days of brilliant illumination it is a ques- | 
thin whether gas lumps can ever be made j 
satisfactory. 

The whole system of lighting the streets 
of New ton needs a radical overhauling, | 
and it will be a problem for the next city 
government to settle, but it will have to 
come some time, and tliere is no better op- 
portunity than when a new contract is to 
be made. 'I'ne gas com|)any .say tiiat tiiey 
give all tlie illumination now that their 
contract calls for. but under the present 
mixed up system of are. Incandescent* 
gas ami oil lamp.<, no company cjjuIiI pr< - 
(luce satisfactory results. 

THE KEIM'BLK AN CONVENTION. 


It l.s rather startling to the average tax- 
payer to tind that tlie appropriations for 
next year are planned to exceed tliose of 
tho present year by some Sii.**,(XH). We are 
used to .some Inori'ase everj year, and this 
is expected, as the city is growing every 
year, but an Increase of nearly a hundred 
thoii.sand dollars puts the total appropria- 
tions above the million dollar mark, and 
many think this borders on extravagance. 

The extra amount is made up of a num- 
ber of items. S-NMXH) being added for the 
interest account, because of all the new 
improvements which are charged to tho 
future, but which will cost the present 
generation something. Then come.s the 
general appropriation for highways, with 
an Increase of S 14 , 0 (Xi, and some S2‘.).2 .*ki for 
a lot of special approiiriations for certain 
streets, Lexington, Central, and Hancock 
streets in Auburndale, S 7 ,(HX); Chestnut 
street. West Newton, Sio.TO; Chestnut. 
Sumner and Eliot streets. Upper Fulls, 
$.‘kHHi; Grant avenue and Beacon streets, 
New ton Centre, S.v*00; Crafts street, SikXHi, 
and Centro street S 40 oo. This is a very 
large increase for the highway department, 
and contains a lot of jobs that have been 
agitated for years, but which have b(?en 
put off until the city was in a condition to 
afford tho outlay. Evidently the commit- 
tees who made up the appropriations think 
that that time has come. It will be seen 
that the special work is skilfully divided 
between all the wards, so that there would 
be no chance for any one to kick.

.ludglng from this appropriation bill, if it 
goes through without some radical cut 
downs, the tax rate will be Increased 
rather than diminished next j'ear, even if 
we have the usual increase in taxable 
property. 


Tiik dullness in the cotton goods market 
is calling forth many explanation.s,the New' 
England manufacturer.s attributing it to 
the competition of Southern mills, which 
have cheaper and untrained labor. But 
the Dingley bill, which aimed to cut off 
trade with other countries, evidently had 
some intluence here. The tariff-tinkers in 
their zeal for the home market, aimed to 
shut off trade from other countries, and 
singled out the staple exports of Canada 
especially for tariff discrimination. This 
of cour.se invited retaliation, and Canada 
drew up a tariff of its own. especially 
directed against the United States. It is a 
game that tw o cun play at, and the follow- 
ing table prcj.ared by the Springfield Be- 
publican shows in part what is the matter 
with our cotton mills:

TIIK IIK.TII HOOK. 

"The Heavenly Twins" ha.s a successor 
in "T'he Hetli Hook." and it proniiso.s to be 
as much discussed, and to excite as con- 
flicting emotions in the renders ns the 
former novel. Some of the critics call it a 
"rubbish heap," while others go to the op- 
posite extreme and find no words strong 
enough for their conimendation. Like 
Hall Caine, Sarah Grand believes in a 
novel with a juirnose, but she has a much 
clearer idea of wliat .she wishes to demon- 
strate, and her characters have some con- 
sistency. She believes in sermonizing also, 
and her heroine begins to (ireach almost 
before she can talk. The book has all the 
virtues and vices of the "Heavenly Twins" 
but there is a fascinating story. The au- 
thor unloads upon the public a great mas.s 
of crude material, all her characters 
preach, the men are horrible examples, 
and there is no liope for the world save in 
tiie little baud of new women, who hold 
meetings to denounce the iniquities of man. 
The fact that one of the two or three re- 
spectable men is an American, may be 
flattering to our feelings, but Mine. Grand 
probably located him here to make her 
moral stronger. The lieroine is a remark- 
ably precocious child, a terror to her fami- 
ly and all concerned with her bringing up. 
Her mother can do nothing with her, and 
she grows up an "unaiipreciated" child, 
and has a deep and absorbing love affair 
before she is twelve. The only time she 
obeys her mother is wlien she accepts tlie 
hu.sband her mother proviiles, which she 
does with surprising docility, although she 
dislikes him, but slie probably lias to do 
tills to point tlie moral of the story. He 
turns out as bad as Mrs. Grand can make 
him, he is on the staff of a hos|)ital which 
is bad in some mysterious way, which is 
only hinted at, and worst of all he Is a 
vivisectioni.st, and after Heth finds this out, 
of course she can only leave him. The 
gloom of the book lieepens, and Mrs. Grand 
fairly revels In harrowing details, till Heth 
falls in love with a young American artist, 
whom she saves from starvation by pawn- 
ing all her good clotlies. Virtue is trium- 
phant at last, for finding that she cut off 
her hair and sold it to buy him food, he 
falls in love w'ith her and— there the storj' 
ends, like the .story of the lady and the 
tiger. Mrs. Grand proclaims to the extent 
of many pages that the does not write for 
art. that she despises style, tliat she only 
writes to help "the .sad majority of wives 
whose attitude toward their husbands 
must be one of contemptuous toleration.” 
Hut the reader is left sorely perplexed as 
to what she advises. Is her heroine the 
ideal that other women must follow, ami 
should they all leave their husbands and 
fall in love with poor American arti.sts, 
and if so what shoulil thei* do afterwards? 
Or should they merely join the new wo- 
men ami discuss the vices of men. She 
scorns books without a purpose, but it is 
ratlier unkind of her to leave the purpose 
of her book so much in doubt. Hooks 
must end somewhere, but Mrs. Grand suc- 
ceeds better than Hall Caine, as .she does 
not get her characters in such a fix that she 
IS connielled to kill them off as the only 
way of disposing of them. The story is 
interesting and bids fair to have as great a 
popularity us its predecessor. Most people 
like to have their pictures of life stronglj’ 
drawn, and Mrs. Grand leaves nothing to 
be desired in that direction, although it is 
certain that no society and no people exist 
quite as bad as she pictures them. The 
book is published by D. Appleton «fc Co.

Charles River, 

Mr. E. G. Chamberlain of .Viiburndale 
has so far completed his private survey of 
Charles River as to answer two (luestions 
often asked over since Hoston was settled. 
How long is Chaeles River? Wliere does 
it rise? The waters of Hopkintoii feed 
three rivers, Sudbury, Cliarles and M aspe. 
nock, a branch of tiie Hlackstone. The 
sources are strangely coiifu.sed on the 
various publisiieil maps. Tlie Cliarles 
rises in Hopkinton about one mile south 
from the Centre Congregational cliurcli, 
four hundred feet east of Hayden Row 
street nearly opposite tlie Honey Hill 
sclioolhouse, in a wet hollow of a few 
rods extent. For about ten miles it ll tws 
nearly south. Five miles from the Rliode 
Islaml line it turns toward Hoston. Tlie 
air line distance from its source to its 
mouth at Charlestown Navy yard is 
tweiitj’-five and eight-tenths miles. The 
distance measured in mid-stream through 
all its windings is eighty-five and three- 
fourths miles. Tlie distance across M'el- 
lesley neck is just three and one-lialf 
miles. Hy the river it is twenty three.

i 'Pile thirti in the series of addre.s.ses under , 

I the au.spice.s of tlie Goddard Congress was | 
delivered last Monday evening in the ' 
vestry of the lYiivei-.^allst chureh, Wash- 
Ingbui I’lirk, Newtonvllle, Wm. I.loy*! 
Garrison being tlie speaker of the evening. 
Phe subject of bi.s address was “'Plie Fun- 
damental Social Problem.” i. e. the land 
question, and its remedy, the .Single 'Pax. 

Mr. Giirrison .said in |iart: WImt is the 
fumlameiitiil social |>rol)lem? iSomu would 
say the drink tralllc, others the suit rage, iii- 
clmliim' timt of w’omeii, a third the iiidill'er- 
ence of men to politics, a fourth tlie tarilT, 
aud a tiftli the currency, and we mlglit go 
oil liidelliiltely. Henry George says none 
of tliese reforms are fundamental ; tliey are 
symptoms, but not causes. He was puzzled 
to see poverty and rlelies side by side, and 
set Ills great brain to work and the result 
is tliiit wonderful book, ‘‘Progress ami' 
Poverty.” 

His coiioluslon was tlmt tho private ap- 
propriation of land, which includes all 
niitunil opiiortunlties, accounted fully for 
tlie evil wtiieh he had .set out to eombat, 
and he challenged the world on that i.ssue. 

We ju'opose to abolisli every form of tax- 
ation now existing cxceiiting tlie single tax 
>iii land values, not including any improve- 
ments whatever. The land value in our 
ineHiiiiig is strictly the site value, and land 
whicli had no site or rental value w'ould 
not be taxed at all. What puz'/.ios tho iii- 
(luirer is that from such a cliuiigu in the 
mere inolilence of taxation can result all 
the moral and .social ehiuiges whicli we cun 
liope and exuect. 

Let us look at its ethical basis. This re- 
form starts with the assumption that tho 
eariii is intended for all the iiihal)itaiits,aiid 
not to be owned and controlled by a few. 
'Pile rea.son is tluit land ownership conveys 
witli it control over the occupants of tlie 
land. 'Pile law says laud Is property. Wo 
deny its right to be placed in that category. 
We coiiteiul tlmt land is only the source of 
property and that from it all wealth Is 
drawn by the application of men’s labor, 
and that to witlulraw it from use for pri- 
vate speculation is to deprive men of the 
opportunity to labor and bring about a 
.state of idleness, when in reality employ- 
ment is all abounding. It is seemingly 
scarce liecause land is made artilicially iii- 
iiecessible. We .say tlmt there exists no 
moral right in mail to deprive his brotlier 
of work, and we appeal to great authori- 
ties to sustain us in this contention. We re- 
meniber when it was lawful to own human 
beings and .se 1 tliem on the aiiution block 
to the liighest bidder pve never remember 
when It was right. Tliese questions only 
become binning when they immediiitely 
ellcct vested interests. 

WImt makes the submerged tenth in tlie 
great cities, tlie tramiis on the country 
liigliways, and tlie incessant war of work- 
ers witli each other’? Is it not tlmt some- 
body has possession of the reservoir of 
wealth’.’ It is not his by rigid, but by 
inigiit. It was meant for all, but it is 
fenced in from the multitude. 'Plie system 
tlmt tolerates the liiiitllord is the cause of 
social misery. Open the gates and let in 
tlie worker to bring forth the products of 
the eartli, aud when he 1ms prouueed tlieiii 
let him exeliang'C tiieiii where they are 
worth tlie most in the widew'orld. Too 
mucli labor, overiiroduetion*? Impossible! 
Given equal access.to tlie land, witli equal 
right of exchange, uiid no increase of labor 
saving nmcliinery or intiiix of foreign citi- 
'/.ens would imiko men afraid. There will 
be work and leisure for all and the land- 
lord will live only in mytli and liistory. 

By the single tux on iaiid values Henry 
George woiiUI protect the riglits of capital 
and labor alike, and tlie uniuiturul eoidliet 
between them would cease. P’ather Hunt- 
ington says tlmt to do right requires al.so 
tlmt we should stop doing wrong. To 
reach the single tax it is only necessary to 
abolish all other luxes except the tux on 
tho land. We would take tlie ivhole econo- 
inie rent, or the unearned increment as it is 
called. It would not be a speeilic tax on 
land, but an ad valorum one levied on 
valuable land in proportion to its value. 
'Pile tuxes will be paid to the government 
aud expended by the government. But one 
asks, how cun tlmt ell’ect me, whether I 
nay taxes to a per.soiiorto tliegoveriimoiit’i* 
If a person buys instead of renting land, 
tlie interest on the investment amoiints to a 
rental. 'Plmt goes to the benefit of private 
iiidividmils, and all are taxed for the gov- 
ernment’s support. Under the single tax 
tlie rental value of the land would sullice 
for tlie expenses of government. By pay- 
ing to tlie government ratlier timn to the 
person I am free from all tlie tux business 
now imposed upon me, and my saving is 
grout. Opportunities are multiplied. Tax- 
ation whicli, laid upon wealth, diminishes 
it, has a counter elloet upon land, as it 
would be impossible for you to hold luml, 
for speculation, and labor would be eman- 
cipated. As Tolstoi .says, ‘‘Wo will do al- 
most everything for tlie poor man’s relief ; 
not only supply him with food, but with 
cooling ilraiiglits. We will teach liim. and 
instruct liim, ifiid di.scourse sweet musiu to 
him, and give him good advise, yes! almost 
anything but get off his buck.”
